I. Claims 1 - 23, drawn to an injection molding apparatus including a 
manifold assembly, classified in class 425, subclass 542. 

II. Claims 24 - 32, drawn to a manifold assembly, classified in class 425, 
subclass 594. 

Inventions I and II are related as combination and subcombination. Inventions in 
this relationship are distinct if it can be shown that (1) the combination as claimed does 
not require the particulars of the subcombination as claimed for patentability, and (2) 
that the subcombination has utility by itself or in other combinations (MPEP § 
806.05(c)). In the instant case, the combination as claimed does not require the 
particulars of the subcombination as claimed because the injection molding apparatus 
does not require a manifold assembly with a support pillar for a valve pin. In addition, 
the injection molding apparatus need not require a manifold assembly with a valve pin. 
The manifold assembly of Group I can be attached to the end of a molding machine or 
extruder, in which the plastic melt exits the extruder, is shot through the manifold into 
the mold cavities and once the mold cavities are filled, the injection pressure released. 
The apparatus of Group I does not require that a valve pin be used to shut off the melt 
flow. 

Furthermore, the subcombination has utility by itself as a manifold for injecting a 
liquid additive to an extruded food or confectionary product, in which the manifold 
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assembly is attached to the end of an extruder barrel (perpendicular to the axis of the 
barrel), and the dye or additive is shot through the manifold into the extruder barrel 
using the valve pin or needle. The additive mixes with the food product and the product 
is extruded to produce a flavored, multi-colored or marbled confectionary. 

Because these inventions are independent or distinct for the reasons given 
above and the inventions require a different field of search (see MPEP § 808.02), 
restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper. 

A telephone call was made to Atty. Rae Lynn Guest on June 5, 2006 to request 
an oral election to the above restriction requirement, but did not result in an election 
being made. 

Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must 
include (i) an election of a species or invention to be examined even though the 
requirement be traversed (37 CFR 1.143) and (ii) identification of the claims 
encompassing the elected invention.
